The Repo ot the Committee appointed to advise on the revision of the pay of 


.* tninisterial officers and menials in Bengal and the Note of Dissent recorded by 
Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur. 


The present resolution deals’ only with the revision of the pay of” 
menials, but before proceéding to r the decisions eomé to by Govern- 
ment, the Governor in Council desires to express his thanks to Mr. McAlpin 
and the other members of the Committee for the very thorough manner in 
which they have investigated this intricate problem and for the valuable 
report which they have submitted. 

2. In order to afford relief to the menials in this Presidency, who have 
been adversely affected by the conditions arising out of .the war, the Govern- 
ment of Bengal have from time to time increased their émoliiments. A 
tentative selreme for the revision of the pay of all menials drawing Rs. 12 
or less per mensem was introduced in 1918. This was followed in 1920 by 
a permanent revision of their pay at a cost of about 10$ lakhs, Menials on 
higher rates of pay also came within the scope of the orders of this Govern- 
ment conveyed in this Department memorandum No. 6242F., dated the 
12th June 1919, sanctioning the grant of war allowances at rates yarying 
from Re. 1 to Rs, 2-8 to all officers of Government drawing a pay of moro 
tha Rs. 12 but not exceeding Rs. 50. Though these concessions re ted 
a fair inerease in the salaries of menials, Government recognised that the 
relief given was only partial and that the time had come to put the salaries 
of menials on a proper footing to suit altered economic conditions. Accord- 
ingly in November 1920 Government appointed a committee consisting of
